Vatican Decree, Effective 
Start Of Lent, Tightens 
Laws Of Fasting, Abstinence 


Congregation States Circumstances Which 
Led To Concession Have Generally Improved; 
Preparation For Holy Year Also Motive 


Vatican City—(Radio NC)—The special dispensation 
from the laws of fasting and abstinence in force since 1941 
has been revoked by a decree of the Sacred Congregation of 
the Council published in Osservatore Romano, Vatican City 


daily. 


Giving reasons for this tightening of the laws of fasting 


and abstinence. the decree states: 


“Because the adverse circumstan- 
ces which led to this concession 
have almost everywhere improved, 
in preparation of the Holy Year 
and in accordance with the wishes 
expressed by many Ordinaries, it 
has seemed opportune that the ob- 
servance of this law be at least 
partially reestablished.” 


Under an Apostolic Indult issued 
December 19. 1941, the Ordinaries 
of every rite throughout the world 
were granted the wartime faculty 
of dispensing the faithful of their 
jurisdiction from the precepts of 
fast and abstinence. The Indult 
stated that the faculty was to be 
used according to the prudent judg- 
ment of the Ordinaries, and specifi- 
cally exempted Ash Wednesday and 
Good Friday for the Latin Rite, and 
two days to be stated by the Ord- 
inaries of other rites from this dis- 
pensation. On January 22, 1946, the 
Congregation of the Council declar- 
ed this Indult still in force until 
future revocation by the Holy 
Father. 


The present decree of the Con- 
gregation revoking the Indult was 
directed to the faithful of the Latin 
Rite. However, a similar decree has 
been published for Eastern Rite 
Catholics. 


The new decree, becoming effect- 
ive on the first day of Lent, (March 


2) says that from that day the fac- 
ulty given rage a $ = poe 
rite to dispense from fasting an 

abstinence "shall be limited fs the 
following way: Abstinence must be 
observed on all Fridays of the year, 
and fasting and abstinence should 
be observed on Ash Wednesday, 
Good Friday and the vigils of the 
Assumption and Christmas. How- 
ever, on gy days a ora and et 
stinence it is everywhere permis- 
sible to use and milk foods 
even at the : refections in

morning and evening, the decree 
says. 

This regulation pertains “to 
those belonging to religious orders 
and congregations” as well as to 
all the faithful “until a new dis- 
position” is made, the Congrega- 
tion states. 

The decree further exhorts Ord- 
inaries not to fail to urge the faith- 
ful especially the clergy and relig- 
ious men and women to add, in 
these most difficult times, exercises 
of Christian perfection and charity 
in a particular way toward the poor 
and suffering and to pray accord- 
ing to the intentions of the Sover- 
eign Pontiff.

New Orleans—(NC)—The  sur- 
prise was turned on Mother, Dosi- 
tea, Missionary Sister of the Sac- 
red Heart and superior of the 
Sacred Heart Orphanage.

ardinal Forced To Confess 


In Consistory He 


Says He Was Used 
To Attack Vatican 


Prays That Liberty 
Of Church May Be 
Restored Everywhere 


Rome—Pope Pius XII told an ex- 
traordinary secret Consistory of 
Cardinals o11 Monday that Joseph 
Cardinal Mindszenty of Hungary 
had been forced to make a confes- 
sion and called his trial “artificial 
and captivus.” 

The Pontiff told the assembled 
princes of the Church that “the 
principal aim of the entire (Car- 
dinal Mindszenty) sentence was 
that of upsetting the Catholic 
Church in Hungary.” 

Cardinal Mindszenty was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment on 
charges of treason by a People’s 
Court in Budapest after a three- 
day trial Six co-defendants also 
were found guilty and sentenced to 
prison. 

“However, in spite of the in- 
sufficiency and the lack of secur- 
ity of information, we cannot omit 
mentionin, the opinion which the 
civilized world has given about 
this judgment,” the Pope said. 

“Above all, about the excessive 
and suspect rapidity of the proce- 
dure, the artificial and captious 
construction of the accusations, the 
physical condition of the Cardinal 
—which is inexplainable without 
unspeakable influences—the con- 
dition which suddenly made of a 
man, who antil then was excep- 
tionally energetic by nature and 
by conduct of life, a being that 
was weak of action, appeared to 
be an accusation not against the 
accused but against those who 
accused and condemned him. 

“In particular we believe it is 
our duty to declare that that which 
was stated during the trial is ab- 
solutely without truth.” 

He said the trial in Budapest 
used ‘Cardinal Mindszenty as a 
means of attucking the Vatican by 
charging it with directing the 
Hungarian people to oppose the 
communist government. 

He praised the Hungarian peo- 
ple, saying that “despite the fact 
that they found themselves in very 
grave difficulty. they do the utmost 
to defend their religion and to re- 
new the glorious traditions of their 
forefathers.” 

The Pontiff declared that the 
Church “accepts any and every 
form of civil government provided 
it is not inconsistent with divine 
or human rights. But when it does 
contradict these rights, Bishops and 
faithful themselves are bound by 
their own consciences to resist un- 
just laws.” 

The Pope also said it was “a 
great consolation” to have receiv- 
ed messages of condolences from 
the world Catholic Clergy and from 
the faithful after the Cardinal's 
sentence.

It has many 
good features, but does not include 
the essential recommendations of 
the National Catholic Resettlement 
Council. It should be changed to

Rabbi Calls 
Card. Mindszenty 
Trial A Sham 


Dr. Frederic A. Doppelt 
Points To Church As 
Block Against Reds 


Fort Wayne—“The Catholic 
Church being the most dominant 
in Europe, is still the most power- 
ful moral and political force that 
stands in the way of the onward 
march of Communism throughout 
Europe,” Dr. Frederic A. Doppelt, 
Rabbi of the Congregational Ach- 
duth Vesholom, said in an address 
before his congregation on the sub- 
geet, “Implications of Cardinal 

indszenty’s Trial.’ 

He said that the Hungarian 
Communists picked on Cardinal 
Mindszenty precisely because he is 
the Roman Catholic Primate of 
Hungary and by “pinning the label 
_ of ‘traitor’ on him, they are ac- 
tually aiming to pin the label 
‘traitor’ on the Catholic Church as 
a whole.” 


Because the Catholic Church 
stands directly in the path of Com- 
munist domination, it must be dis- 
credited and, if possible, liquidat- 
ed, the Rabbi continued. 

“And so by charging Cardinal 
Mindszenty with treason, the 
Kremlin thereby plants the seeds 
of suspicion against the Catholic 
Church in Europe. And the old 
principal of ‘divide and rule’ is still 
an effective weapon. 

He described the trial as a chal- 
lenge to Lincoln’s ideal for a free 
society which poses new problems 
for “our own national security.” 

“To begin with,” he said, “as you 
follow the swift and summary court 
proceedings you cannot help: but 
realize that, as in the case of Al- 
fred Dreyfuss, in 1896, the whole 
trial of Cardinal Mindszenty is a 
mockery and sham. 


“We must realize what we are 


Communism today. We are up 
against the whole issue of freedom 
versus slavery, but on a world-wide 
scale of which Lincoln never 
dreamed in his darkest hour.” 

He asked, “Will this menace be 
stopped with words and indigna- 
tion and protests? I dread to 
think otherwise, but the ugly logic 
Of world events still makes of 
might a mighty bulwark against 
tlavery.

Home Must Shoulder Major Blame Although Public School System Shares It 


Editors’ Chats 
With Readers 


Dear Readers: 


OME time ago one of our 
readers asked us to recom- 
mend in this column an “Open 
House” or “A Tour Through 
he Catholic Church” as a means 
of acquainting non-Catholics 
with the things which adorn 
ost Catholic churches and their 
significance, such as the altar, 
the confessional, the Stations of 
he Cross. 

We are now able to report that 
in Dayton, Ohio, on Sunday, 
‘October 17, the general public 
was invited to an “Open House” 
in Catholic churches, schools and 
institutions located in that city. 
They were open for inspection 
land for explanations by ushers 
from 2:00 p. m. to 6:00 p. m. 
that day, and, according to a 
Dayton paper, fully 10,000 
people visited the churches and 
various institutions and heard 
talks of explanation, chiefly by 
the clergy. 


This could be done in every 
city, and would bring people out 
‘in crowds, who would not come 
individually. 

We wish the general public 
would have an opportunity and 
would avail itself of it, to visit 
our city Catholic schools. They 
Would find that they are not 
“Sunday schools” as many non- 
Catholics believe them to be. 
They would discover modern 
equipment for the teaching of 
everything taught in the public 
schools, and they would find a 
curriculum which permits of no 
textbooks glorifying Soviet Rus- 
sia or praising Communism.

the business of the churches and of the homes, and not of the 
schools, to set up in youth the hedges against wrong-doing. 
Let us briefly analyze and weigh the merits of these mutual 
recriminations: 


The Home 


The Home—by which we mean parents—should be the chief 
nursery of religious and moral practice, the most efficient archi- 
tect and builder of honest, up-right and beautiful lives in the 
young. But which parents, outside of the Catholic and Lutheran, 
have themselves had any degree of religious training, any definite 
instruction in moral principles? They cannot give to their children 
what they themselves lack; they cannot expect: their children 
tov practice what they themselves neglect. One-half of all non- 
€‘atholics are unaffiliated with any of the churches, and two- 
thirds of the one-half who are, have so little religion that they 
give public expression to it only two or three times a year. 


The School 


The Public School System is definitely to blame, in an indirect 
way, for the unsatisfactory home situation. For more than one 
hundred years it has kept secular education divorced from God. 
This policy was not introduced because of hostility to God or re- 
ligion, but because the school could not satisfy the viewpoints of 
children, whose parents were divided among 200 religious organi- 
zations. Yet the consequence has been that because the great- 
grandparents, the grandparents and the parents of present day 


youth were taught nothing about religion in their general educa- 
tion, they have been incapable of imparting religious instruction 
even in their homes. Hence fundamentally the public school must 
shoulder the blame both for the deeline in church attendance and 
for the unpreparedness of the home to function as a religious or 
moral guide for youth. 

Many parents may “know not what they do”; they may never 
have been children of a Heavenly Father, but only rational creat- 
ures of, to them, a mysterious Creator; to some of them Jesus 
may mean no more than Confucius or Buddha; to others the terms 
“Holy Ghost,” “grace,” “Sacraments,” and “Mass” may be utterly 
meaningless. Bereft of definite knowledge of God and of His 
laws, and gathering their ideas of morality from modern cus- 
toms, they could be at best guides to their children only by the 
promptings of that sense of respectability with which even many 
pagans are imbued. 

Catholic parents, on the other hand, became God’s children by 
infant Baptism, and later were registered in Heaven as “soldiers 
of Christ”; their marriagé’ was a sacramental one, designed to 
enable them to discharge the primary duty of parents, namely, to 
rear their children, God’s children, in purity and innocence of 
soul. 


A Comparison 


We can probably best illustrate what the parental influence on 
the child should be by pointing out what the influence of the nuns 
is on little children entrusted to their care in boarding schools. 
They take the place of parents, and what they accomplish Catholic 
parents should accomplish.

“(b) The Catholic Hierarchy has 
never advanced a program ‘to make 
America Catholic.’ In fact the mil- 
lions of remarried divorcees could 
not become Catholics if they wished 
to; nor the millions of members of 
oath-bound secret societies, nor 
would the Jews be disposed to em- 
brace the Catholic or any other 
Christian church; and the Cath- 
olic Hierarchy certainly does not 
look, with optimism, on the con- 
version of that immense number of 
indifferentists who constitute one- 
half of our nation’s population.

Answers To Some Questions 
About Cardinal Mindszenty 


JUN DREDS of readers of Our Sunday Visitor, and among them scores of non- Catholics, 
have written to us to obtain background and details on the recent arrest and imprison- 
ment of Cardinal Mindszenty. In the following article the answers to these questions are 


supplied. 


OW is it that Russia has been 
able to get control of so 
many neighboring countries when 
the major portion of the population 
had been openly anti-Communist? 
. aoe correct answer is three- 
old: 


(a) Russia pretended, for in- 
stance, to be Poland’s friend by de- 
manding that she be compensated 
by territory in eastern Germany 
in return for territory taken by 
Russia east of the Curson line. 

In the case of Czechoslovakia 
she claimed to have liberated it 
from the Nazis. It was the fault 
of the war leaders of the United 
States and Britain that she was 
given credit for that, just as she 
was given credit for taking Berlin. 
The American troops were closer 
to Prague in oslovakia and 
to Berlin in Germany than were the 


Russians to come in and occupy 
those two capitals. 


Because Russia was an ally of 
the United States and Britain, the 
small nations which depended on 
us to give them their independence 
were trustful even of Russia, 

(b) Once Russia’s Military 
forces were in the country, wheth- 
er it was Poland or Hungary or 
Roumania or Yugoslavia, they were 
able to disarm the local citizenry 
on the pretense of establishing or- 
der and peace. That done they 
were able to prevent free elections, 
and to handpick well known Com- 
munists among the nationals to 
govern the a age They could do 
that even here in the United States 
if we were invaded and disarmed. 
There would be plenty of intellec- 
tuals among us who had strong 

ro-Communist leanings and who, 
“ order to be at the top of things, 
would gladly. consent to take over 
the economy and government of 
the people of the United States. 


(c) But the people in all the 
countries now under Soviet control 
were enticed to submit to its rule 
by gross deception. The people of 
Poland and Hungary, for instance, 
were told that there would be no 
interference with religion, but once 
the Communist regime was in com- 
plete charge, those promises were 
violated. 

Edward Benes, the late Presi- 
dent of Czechoslovakia, shortly be- 
fore he died, wrote: “My great- 
est mistake was to refuse to be- 
lieve to the very last that even 
Stalin lied to me cynically.” Benes 
had visited Stalin in Moscow in 
1943 and again in 1945, 

Dr. Edward Taborsky, who had 
been secretary to President Benes, 
said on his arrival in New York, 
while on his ie to deliver a lec- 
ture at the University of Texas: 
“Benes believed in Stalin’s word 
and Stalin made a s impres- 
sion on Benes. At first Benes felt

In most churches, it is the rule 
that religious, brothers and/or sis- 
ters, have right of way at Com- 
munion.

Once at the railing, be consid- 
erate of others. Don’t insist on 
wedging yourself into any little 
crack that may appear between 
those already kneeling. It is us- 
ually the man with a fifty inch 
chest, or his feminine equivalent, 
that tries to wiggle into any six- 
inch gap at the rail. This requires 
a degree of spirituality that few 
humans possess before putting on 
immortality. And it does threaten 
immediate immortality to all but 
the most sturdy of neighbors who 
feel its brunt. 


The rail, though actually nar- 
row, is really what is left of the 
Communion table. So it is unman- 
nerly to sprawl upon it, with arms 
and elbows planted firmly in front 
of those right and left of you. Not 
infrequently, someone gets caught 
at the rail with elbows support- 
ing his clasped hands directly in 
front of his face. When the priest 
comes to give him the Host, he 
may be too crowded to take down 
his arms and so must awkwardly 
move his hands aside or lower 
them forward with the danger of 
striking the Ciborium or the plate 
held by the server. This -hhappens 
whether the proper Communion

Hats And 
Veils 


Women offer a special hazard 
with hats. Especially when they 
keep their heads lowered, as many 
insist on doing, large-brimmed and 
much-trimmed head-gear makes it 
impossible for the priest to see 
just where their mouth is located. 
There should be a special bless- 
ing for the beanie: When there is 
a veil, and the wearer forgets 
about it, things really get snarled. 


Particularly objectionable are 
the efficiency experts who time 
their arrival at a given spot to 
coincide exactly with the priest 
and are gone as quickly as the 
priest can move to the next com- 
municant. They have the Com- 
munion technique of the relay 
racer. There is always time for a 
moment’s pause before dashing 
back to your seat in church. And 
here again, taking your time will 
keep you from stumbling down the 
step that you stumbled up as you 
came, 


It is permissible and desirable 
that you keep the rail filled. So 
it’s quite right to move along to a 
vacant spect instead of waiting till 
those in your preferred location 
get out of the way. There are 
often more to receive on one side 
of the church than en the other, 
in which case it is quite right for 
you to go across to the other side 
to kneel. 


If you are at the end of the line 
and there are few more to come, 
kneel as near the center as you 
ean, to prevent making the priest 
earry the Holy Eucharist back and 
forth without need. And when you 
are among the last and the priest 
has finished distributing Commun- 
ion, stay right at the rail until the 
Blessed Sacrament has been re- 
posed and the Tabernacle door 
closed. Then, without haste, rise 
and return to your place. 


Don’t Be A 
Snapper! 


So, for reverence at the rail, 
take your time, going and coming. 
Elbows down, heads up, hats off 
(the face), veils back, tongue 
slightly extended and, after re- 
ceiving, slowly withdraw; head 
still. Under emotional excitement, 
some move the head forward at 
the moment of receiving, thus 
threatening to strike the Host 
from the priest’s hand; some close 
their mouths too quickly and ner- 
vously, almost depriving the priest 
of a canonical (anointed) finger. 
They are sometimes called snap- 
pers. Don’t be a turtle! 


Every Catholic wants to be rev- 
erent in church, especially when 
approaching the rail for Holy 
Communion. Check your faults by 
the list of failings. A score of 
three faults makes you average; 
two makes you extraordinary; one 
makes you suspect. If you have 
none of these faults, you won’t be 
reading this article unless they 
have a reading-room in Heaven.

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Appealing To Prejudice 


O months ago the House 
Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities indicted the “Methodist 
Federation for Social Action” be- 
cause of its cooperation with sub- 
versive forces in this country. 
When this charge was released to 
the press, it naturally disturbed 
the Methodist churchmen consider- 
ably, all of whom, of course, were 
not in sympathy with the “Meth- 
odist Federation.” 


Going back over our files we dis- 
covered that we had data which 
had been publicized by the Metho- 
dist Federation itself, in ‘which it 
claimed a following of about 3,000 
Methodist ministers: we also dis- 
covered that four Methodist Bish- 
ops, two of whom became, in turn, 
head of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America, 
were most sympathetic towards 
Communism. In fact we had these 
data also from the President of a 
Methodist College. 


Usually this paper always goes 
to original sources for its infor- 
mation, and where there is an in- 
dictment to be made it takes it 
out of the mouths of those who 
were supposed to be friendly to 
the organization or cause criti- 
cized. 


Harry F. Ward, who was head 
of the Federation ten years ago, 
was, at the same time, connected 
with a theological seminary. 

The present Chairman of the 
“Commission for Propaganda An- 
alysis” of the Methodist Federa- 
tion for Social Action is Clyde R. 
Miller, who, it seems, besides hav- 
mg a pro-Communist record, has 
been fanatically anti-Catholic. He 
now blames a “Popish plot” for 
the criticism made by the House 
Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities. 

William Henry Chamberlin, 
writing in The New Leader, cer- 
tainly not a pro-Catholic paper, 
denounced Clyde Miller for making 
the following statement: 


It seems not unlikely that the 
authoritarian philosophy of the 
Vatican State is seeking to at- 
tain, not without some degree of 
success, its objective of the de- 
struction of Protestantism, de- 
struction of separation of 
Chureh and State and of free 
ublic schools. Surely in the 
ouse Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities it has found a 
government agency to further 
its claims. 


That reads like a proclamation 
from Moscow. 


Mr. Chamberlin calls this a “‘ir- 
rational and curiousiy imaginative 
concoction,” and asks, “Is there a 
single- community in the United 
States where Protestantism is be- 
ing ‘destroyed’, or where the free 
public schools have ceased to func- 
tion 7?” : 

Previously an official of the 
Methodist Federation had said that 
since no Catholic churchman was 


mentioned in the disclosure of the 
House Committee, Catholic infiu- 
ence must have prevented the nam- 
ing of Catholics. But Mr. Chamb- 
erlin observes: “Had there been 
similar infiltration into the Cath- 
olic Church there is not the slight- 
est reason to suppose the Commit- 
tee would not have given it full 
publicity.” 

Why would the Methodist Fed- 
eration suspect that there were 
Catholic clergymen cooperating 
with Communism when § their

chiefly Protestant or Orthodox, or 
Mohammedan. 

“Theoretically the Catholic 
Church favors union in the sense 
of cooperation between the State 
and the religious group which con- 
stitutes a large majority of the 
population, but practically she 
wants only freedom to fulfill her 


mission. 

“*Separation. of Church and 
State’ meant something entirely 
different in practically al) Latin 
countries than it means here. It 
Was synonomous with persecution 
of the Church and religious es- 
tablishments generally, by an ir- 
religious or atheistic government. 
‘Separation’ as we kr.ow it in this 
country is very satisfactory to the 
Catholic Church, and there has 
never been a movement by the 
Catholic Hierarchy of the United 
States. and there will not be, to 
make the relationship between 
Church and State closer.” 

With which “Others” have the 
organizers of the movement, of 
which we are speaking, actually 
“united” themselves? 

“Evidently they invited all who 
are not Catholic, but the ones who 
have accepted their invitation, and 
who have cooperated with them 
most closely, are ‘the atheistic, ra- 
tionalistic and Communistic forces’, 
and some Jewish organizations, 
who dislike any organized form 
of Christianity.” 

Would vou care to comment on 
the personne! of the organizers of 
the movement? 

“There is Dr. Clayton Morrison, 
former editor of The Christian 
Century, who, only a few years 
ago, was such a firm believer in

cept any excuse from the President 
or State Department for Myron 
Taylor’s mission to the Vatican; 
who declined an invitation extend- 
ed to him by Dr. Samuel McCrea 
Calvert to meet this Myron C. Tay- 
lor ‘for informal conversation.’ Dr. 
Newton visited Russia during 1948 
and came back with glowing ac- 
counts of the wonderful religious 
liberty accorded the Russian peo- 
ple. He saw. so he said. an un- 
molested crowded Baptist church. 
He should have known that Stalin 
has striven to win Protestant co- 
operation for the spread of Com- 
munism by extending the hand of 
friendship to Protestant ministers. 


“You will recall that Tito, the 
Communist-atheist dictator of 
Yugo-Sluvia, invited a group of 
Protestant ministers, at his own 
expense, to visit him to see the 
religious liberty he accorded to 
the people of his nation. 


“On March 8, 1948, Dr. Newton 
admitted that ‘The Protestants and 
Other Americans United’ had filed 
briefs in the Supreme Court in sup- 
port of the atheistic appeal for the 
denial of the right to schools to 
release public school children for 
religious instruction. Inconsis- 
tently on the very next day the 
Atlanta Baptist Ministers’ Associa- 
tion was found planning to place 
speakers in the high schools of that

‘ages is talking about the 
new look. Wherever you turn 
you're bound to see or hear refer- 
ence made to it. The newspapers, 
magazines, and radio are contin- 
ually reminding the public of the 
rage of the decade. But as every- 
one knows the new look is, after 
all, merely the old look.

For three-hundred years the suc- 
cessors of Peter with their flock 
fled from catacomb to catacomb, 
keeping alive faith in the Man of 
Galilee. Then, one day, an Em- 
peror, head of the proud Roman 
state, ascended the throne with the 
Cross in his hand. “If I be lifted 
up I will draw all things to My- 
self.” Little did the Apostles dream 
that the church of Christ would 
replace the pagan temple; the 
Cross replace the roman eagle;

_ But then as the group was going 
down from the Mount of Olives, 
Jesus raised His eyes and there 
before Him saw the whole magni- 
ficant pageantry of the Holy City. 
Across the town was the Temple, 
poised like a golden cloud on the 
top of Mt. Moriah. Above its 
pinnacled roof rose a plume of 
smoke, clean and blue, from the 


He had come to save them, and as 
He viewed the future, He foresaw 
His rejection. It was then that He 
started to cry. 


“And Thou Wouldst Not” 

“If thou ... hadst known,” He 
said, “. . . the things that are to 
thy peace; but now they are hid- 
den from thy eyes. For the days 
shall come upon thee: and thy 
enemies shall cast a trench about 
thee, and compass thee round, and 
straiten thee on every side, and 
beat thee flat to the ground, and 
thy children who are in thee: and 
they shall not leave in thee a stone 
upon a stone: because thou hast 
not known the time of thy visita- 
tion” (Luke 19:41-44). 

“Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that 
killest the Prophets, and stonest 
them that are sent unto thee, how 
often would I have gathered to- 
gether thy children, as the hen 
doth gather chickens under her 
wings, and thou wouldest not! Be- 
hold your house shall be left to 
you, desolate” (Matthew 23:37-38).

sin of our first parents, He came 
to earth and went through an 
agony of suffering on the Cross.

Newspapers, 
magazines, and movies are the 
chief weapons it employs to com- 
bat Christianity. In the best sell- 
ers and endless serials vice is par- 
aded before the eyes of the reader 
in its vilest aspects; pure love that 
Christ insisted upon is mocked and 


degraded; marriage, raised to the | 


level of a Sacrament, is torn down; 
kindness and charitableness, which 
He taught His followers, are rare 
items on the pages of up to date 
authors. The movies, too, contrib- 
ute their share of pagan ideals. 
Divorces and divorcees are glamor- 
ized; childless families are held up 
as the solution to economic dis- 
tress; bloodshed and cruelty, as de- 
picted on the screen, are every bit 
as bad as in the era of pagan 
Rome.

The blouses for the high school 
and junior high school girls are 
starched.

Do you believe that there was a 
reason to arrest and try Cardinal 
Mindszenty for treason, for black- 
marketing? P. 


There was no reason to try 
Cardinal Mindszenty at all, be- 
Leause the “treason” he was falsely 
accused of took place before the 
Russians stole the government of 
the country. 


Bishop Mindszenty was impris- 
oned by Hitler for the same reason, 
namely, for having tried to keep 
his government free from the 
Nazis. At that time Stalin regard- 
ed him as a great hero. The Bish- 
op wanted neither Nazism nor 
Communism in his land, and prac- 
tically the entire nation got be- 
hind him as their leader. — 


Hungary had a taste of Com- 
munism from 1918 to 1922, when 
Bela Kun created a reign of terror 
in that land and executed most of 
the intellectuals, because he believ- 
ed they would be in the way of the 
successful establishment of the 


| Bolshevistic government there as 


it had just been established in 
Russia. , 


It certainly was not treason for 
the Cardinal to defy Communistic 
dictatorship any more than it would 
be treason for an American pre- 
late, Catholic or Protestant, to de- 
fy efforts to establish a Communist 
regime in the United States. It 
was certainly not treason for the 
Cardinal to resist a decree by the 
new Communist government in his 
country designed to close more 
than 4,000 schools, which had long 
functioned under the auspices of 
his Church. 


As to black-marketeering, it 
consisted in exchanging American 
money for Hungarian currency. 
The Cardinal was in this country 
in the summer of 1947 after at- 
tending the Marian Congress at 
Ottawa, Canada. He visited a num- 
ber of Bishops in the United States 
and called on the pastors of a con- 
siderable number of Hungarian 
parishes. On the occasion of these 
visits money was given to him to 
aid the poor and hungry people 
of his couritry. It is true, there- 
fore, that he carried this money 
back to Hungary and, as is cus- 
tomary, exchanged it for currency 
issued by his government. That is 
black-marketeering only in a broad 
technical sense, and _ certainly 
would not justify the action taken 
against him by those who head the 
Communist government. 


There was only one reason for 
the Cardinal’s arrest and later sen- 
tence to life imprisonment, and 
that was to get him out of the 
way in order that the people might 
not have a prominent leader to 
procure for them the kind of gov- 
ernment they wanted. 


A week before his trial word 
came from Vienna that “using ter- 
ror methods without precedent, 
even in the worst times of the Nazi 
regime, the Hungarian Communist 
government is now engaged in a 
campaign to extort signatures for 
resolutions demanding the most 
severe punishment for the Pri- 
mate of Hungary.” 


_ Accordi to a refugee, who 
risked his life to escape into Aus- 
tria, “the Communists’ aim is to 
break the soul of the common peo- 
ple, to debase the conscience of 
the individual, and to reduce hv- 
man beings to soulless machines.”

But did not Hungary vote anti- 
oe as late as October, 


Yes, that election was over- 
whelmingly anti-Communist. In 
fact the Communist candidates for 
office received only fifteen per cent 
of the vote. But an election does 
not mean anything if armed Com- 
munist troops stand by to prevent 
those elected to Parliament from 
taking office. That is precisely 
what happened in Hungary. The 
anti-Communist vote of eighty- 
five per cent of the population did 
not mean anything, because Stalin’s 
henchmen formed a Soviet gov- 
ernment, which then began the 
work of deceiving the people. Cath- 
olic and other newspapers which 
supported the cause of the gen- 
eral population were suppressed, 
and that is om Catholic schools 
have been closed also—so that the 
children may not carry home the 
truth to their parents. 

Had Russia previously taken 
such drastic action against public 
men whom it feared? 


Do you not recall the purge of 
21 high officials in the Soviet gov- 
ernment 11 years ago? They were 
forced to admit their guilt in rela- 
tion to the most fantastic charges. 
Evidently they had either been 
drugged or were tortured to the 
degree that they could no longer 
control themselves. They pleaded 
guilty to all charges and were 
summarily executed, 

There would never have been 
any chance for a Communist gov- 
ernment in Hungary if Cardinal 
Mindszenty had been left unmol- 
ested, because the whole nation 
followed him. The accusations 
brought against him were just as 
false as those brought against 
Christ, and his trial was just as 
much of a mockery as the trial of 
Christ. 


Do you believe that Prince Otto 
would have made a good ruler for 
| Hungary? 

Yes, I do, even though royalty 
is no longer popular. King Otto 
would have been different in this 
that he has lived in our country 
for years, also lived in Great Bri- 
tain, and understands what is truly 
democratic government far better 
than any one who spent all his life 
in Hungary or any other single 
country. Prince Otto is a highly 
educated man, he speaks many lan- 
guages; he is religious and hum- 
ble, and certainly would not have 
followed in the wake of his royal 
father and grandfather. He is a 
firm believer in real liberty, and 
in the kind of rule we have in our 
country. Under him I feel quite 
confident that Hungary would soon 
have had more democracy than 
anywhere in Europe, and_ that 
neighboring countries would have 
copied his political policy. 

Stalin knew this, and that is 
why he insisted at one of the in- 
ternational conferences, in which 
Churchill and the late President 
Roosevelt participated, that “it 
should not be Otto,” just as he in- 
sisted that the ruler of Yugoslavia 
should be Tito, and not King Peter. 
Everyone now knows why. 


If Russia has been able to de- 
ceive the greatest statesmen in the 
world so successfully, it is not 
surprising that she could deceive 
her neighbors, in large part, of 
the same race, namely, Slavs. Hun- 
gary does not happen to be Slavic, 
but it is surrounded on all sides 
by the Slovaks, Slovenes, Serbs, 
Croatians, who are of that race.

Attack On St. Peter 


FR. GERARD M, GREENEWALD, O.F.M., Cap, 


Tae Big Fisherman has for weeks headed the fiction list of 

best sellers. As a novel, however, it has some very seri- 
ous blemishes. Not that the material was lacking—the his- 
torical setying highlighted by what could have been rich 
scriptural incidents—but the author, Mr. Lloyd C. Douglas 
handled it like an amateur bidding for the applause of the 


complacent and ne’er-do-evil set of> 


the drawing room. 


In the first four chapters, Mr. 
Dougias got off to an excellent 
start, and one is led to believe that 
the main character is not St. Peter 
but Fara, the Princess of Arabia. 
Structurally, one would expect 
Fara’s path to be illuminated 
simply as it crossedthe orbits of 
St. John the Baptist, St. Peter, 
and Christ. But the author’s pur- 
pose seems to waver for the sake 
of: the title, and, to make things 
worse, the bread of the scriptures 
is heavily smeared with the sicken- 
ing rationalistic jelly that cloys 
one’s religious taste, 

It is true, writers of fiction have 
usually not been too meticulous 
about the details of history in the 
interest of.plot development, and 
for such deviations Mr. Douglas 
may be indulgently condoned. But 
sacred scripture and the biblical 
incidents are more than mere his- 
tory; they are revealed truths. To 
twist the biblical narrative and to 
water down the miracles of Christ 
are offensive to any believer in the 
Bible, 

Evidently, Mr. Douglas forgets 
that the Bible is the best seller of 
all times, and that many people are 
quite well acquainted with the in- 
cidents of the Gospels. To them the 
simple beauty and force of the 
Gospel narratives are sacrosanct. 
Such readers will find in his mv- 
tilations of the scriptural facts 
many revolting and disgusting 
shocks, which, to say the least, is 
most disturbing to the aesthetic 
pleasure one should derive from a 
work of art. 


Propaganda For A 
Diluted Christianity 


Perhaps Mr. Douglas did not in- 
tend this to be an artistic novel but 
rather a propagandist novel in 
favor of some diluted brands of 
Christianity. Indeed, one is led to 
suspect that Mr. Douglas drew his 
material from some rationalistic 
life of Christ and not from the 
Bible. His descriptions of miracles, 
such as the multiplication of the 
loaves and fishes and the curing 
of St. Peter’s mother-in-law, makes 
them _ §startingly unmiraculous; 
whereas the plot could have ac- 
tually been tremendously motivat- 
ed by the full impact of the mir- 
acles. 

As one might then expéct, the 
great biblical characters suffer 
immeasurably at the hands of Mr. 
Douglas. Christ is dwarfed; His 
teaching is consistently on the boy- 
scout level, and for some reason, 
unexplained by Mr. Douglas, Christ 
is spent and faint after each mir- 
acle. Of the dreamer type, Christ 
eventually becomes the hapless 
Victim of circumstances. 

St. John the Baptist seems to 
get his mission confused. The bur- 
den of his mission is not penance 
unto the remission of sins but 


rather revolutionary doctrine about} senp n 


the fall of governments. And, 
strange to say, even after St. 
John been imprisoned, he him- 
self is not sure that Jesus of Naza- 
reth is the One he has been sent 
to announce. 

As for St. Peter, the title role, 
he never manages to rise to grand- 
eur of stature. His modern coun- 
terpart might well be the night- 
club “bouncer.” But St. Peter 
fumbles throughout. Not even in 
the Garden of Olives is he per- 
mitted the heroism of cutting off 
the ear of the High Priest’s ser- 
vant, for, it would seem, the en- 
suing pgeora. | of the injured fellow 
was too m of a miracle for Mr. 
Douglas. After Pentecost, St. 
Peter performs a few miracles— 
and also becomes faint therefrom— 
but he is still fumbling. He is not 
sure whether to revere the robe of 
Christ latry. Not even in his 
death , but he is disil-

on. Pentecost. This splurge of fic- 
tion is not only curious but quite 
purposeless for the plot. But the 
influence of the Holy Spirit seems 
to wear off quite quickly, and at the 
end of the book one can not help 
feeling. that all that remained of 
the mission of Christ was a very 
impractical and sugary idea of 
brotherly love. 


Unfortunately, many of Mr. 
Douglas’ readers, who are not well 
acquainted with the simple Gospel 
narrative, will derive some queer 
and unreliable notions about 
Christ, His teachings, and the 
Church He has founded,

WOMEN are constantly seeking my advice on how to make 
a respectable livelihood, without too much tax on physi- 
cal strength and with allowance for sufficient hours for re- 


laxation. 


Not ali young women or older ones will fit into the status 
will admirably fill this savory 


of a glorified cook. But some 


niche. Others are competent enough 
to obtain good paying jobs as gen- 
eral maids, doing the lighter daily 
chores and preparing the meals 
for a reasonably sized family. 

The glorified cook can state her 
price—her hours—and the accom- 
modations she will require for 
comfortable living. If such woman 
knows the art of arranging a din- 
ing room table, how to serve well, 
how to cook well, how to be ef- 
facingly attractive through neat- 
ness, cleanliness, quietude, and un- 
failing kindliness, she can obtain 
a position (not a job!) in a re- 
fined, well-to-do home, and be hap- 
py therein. 


This type of woman can com- 
mand a weekly salary of $50. She 
will be given a private room, with 
bath, a radio, her three meals, her 
laundry will come free, there will 
be two weeks’ vacation with pay, 
each year; her hours will com- 
mence at 7:30 A. M., and conclude 
after the evening meal, which will 
likely mean that her day will be 
over about 8:30 p.m. But in the 
afternoon she will have had time 
for her bath and a siesta. She will 
have one day a week off from 
duty, and her Sunday aftermoon 
and evening will Be her own. 


A woman above described will 
adjust well in the home of an elder- 
ly widow or wealthy spjnster. She 
can also find a place in the home of 
a respectable, well-to-do widower, 
with or without children. Such 
widower’s character should be in- 
vestigated. Avoid one sentimen- 
tally inclined to housekeepers! 

If there are children, and the 
widower, or a husband and wife, 
are financially affluent, she can in- 
crease her fee, agreeing to give 
three hours a week in the evening, 
to the care of such children, while 
heads of family go forth to play. 
Particularly, if she is well edu- 
eated, even cultured, and of high 
moral character, can she com- 
mand such position, and receive 
therefore some $65 a week, for 
combined services. 


The above sounds like a fairy 
tale, but it isn’t. It is for top- 
notchers in family service. 

Consider what private nurses re- 
ceive. Recall how they refuse to 
do anything other than the duties 
required of them in the sickroom; 
also, how they punch the clock 
accurately at start and finish on 
an eight-hour day schedule, or by 
special arrangement, on a ten to 
twelve-hour day! Also, consider 
that in wealthy homes, the glori- 
fied cook will not extend her house- 
hold activities into cleaning the 
house, but will restrict her labors 
to dining room and kitchen. But 
in smaller households, with lesser 
means, she will be an all-around

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not be a clock-watcher). The 
eight hours also include 30 min- 
utes for her lunch, and various 
rest periods. But she is a trust- 
worthy woman, she does not 
“snoop” into private papers and 
affairs, and does excellent work. 
She is 55 years old. She willingly 
dusts all floors and baseboards on 
her knees. She scrubs bathrooms 
and kitchen in same fashion, with- 
out complaint. She says nothing 
ever gets dirty at our -house. ( 
wonder?) When I first hired her 
I taught her my methods. Now 
I give no comcern to her work. She 
does it honorably and well. Daily 
I do “top” cleaning. When she is 
ill on her cleaning day, I continue 
“top” cleaning and pay her. She 
needs her $6. She-gets paid for her 
vacation weeks also. 

When we learn to respect domes- 
tic helpers, women will experi-

ence less difficulty in obtaining 
competent cooks, or housekeepers, 
who will remain on the place or 
go home at night, as circumstances 
indicate. Such service will be well 
rewarded and harmony between 
wm" ge and employee will pre- 
vail. I cannot see why women 
would not prefer this work to that 
of factory jobs. And when house- 
keepers live on the place they make 
much more money than do private 
secretaries and even many profes- 
sional women. For everything 
comes free with the exception of 
clothes and doctors’ bills. Look 
what a saving such women can 
make! And at night, also in mid- 
afternoon, they can go to their 
rooms, shut out the world and its 
miseries, turn on the radio, read, 
or do creative writing, if they have 
education and literary talent, 
Sounds good, doesn’t it? 


But, girls, be careful. You must 
know the home you go into. Watch 
out for your virtue. You are not 
selling your souls. You are con- 
tracting for delivery of honorable

“shorts” each year—pictures of one and two reels made as en- 
tertainment pictures (not commercial or educational pic- 
tures) for exhibition in theatres. 

In the production of these entertainment talking pic- 
tures about 100 million dollars is expended annually. An- 
other hundred million dollars is expended each year in ad- 
vertising these pictures, chiefly in newspapers, and a third 
100 million is spent in selling and distributing the pictures 
to the theatres, , 

At that time there were in the United States 16,000 
motion picture theatres, but 3,000 had been closed because 
of the depression. Today there are more of them and they 
are better patronized than ever before at much higher prices. 
At the time the Legion of Decency was formed the average 
admission price to motion picture theatres in the United 
States was about nineteen cents, and elsewhere in the world 
fourteen cents, 

In the report of Bishop Cantwell it was noted: 

The movies now discuss morals, divorce, free love, race 
suicide, unborn children, sexual relationships outside marri- 
age, and “double standards,” the relationship of sex to re- 
ligion, marriage and its effect “upon the freedom of women’’ 
—these and a dozen other kindred subjects have been inject- 
ed into the talking picture. There is no need to argue the 
effect of all these upon the public who witness them. 

An examination of a number of the motion pictures 
recently released for public exhibition suggests that the en- 
tire motion picture industry has set itself to the task of 
seeing which company can produce the most vicious film. 
In great numbers of these recently exhibited pictures there 
is a definite attempt to create audience sympathy for the 
violation of the moral law. The subject matter of most of 
these offensive films deals with sex relations of every con- 
ceivable kind. Sin is condoned, false moral values are in- 
stilled in young and critical minds and thus is lowered both 
the public and the private standards of conduct of all who 
see them. When the pictures are not vile im toto— 
the subject matter—presentation—photography—dialogue— 
action—the films are crowded with salacious details—smutty 
talk, obscene wit, offensive situations. 

It was discovered that very few of those who owned 
and produced motion pictures had any moral sense, and it 
took a long time to bring home to them what is moral. It was 
necessary for the Legion of Decency to adopt a Code and have 
all pictures related to it. | 

But the Legion of Decency was well received through- 
out the United States, and to it belongs the credit for having 
purified the movies to a great degree, There are still some 
offenders, but they are not usually produced by the eight 
big companies, whose representatives signed the Code of the 
Legion of Decency. They are shows produced abroad and 
imported to the United States, or, if made here, are pro- 
duced independently and are placed in theatres as Road 
Shows,” such as The Outlaw, Forever Amber (which was 
later sufficiently improved to have it placed on the “B” list) 
Mom and Dad. 

The Bishops’ Committee drafted a pledge to be taken 
by all Catholics, which is administered, usually from the 
pulpit of churches, every year on the Sunday within the 
Octave of the Feast of the Immaculate Conception. 

The “A” pictures are recommended to the whole family ; 
and “B” and “C’’ pictures are prohibited. “A-2” are tolerat- 
ed for adults. It will be interesting for you to know that no 
pictures produced by the “big eight’ are shown even in 
Hollywood before they will have been previewed by rep- 
resentatives of the Legion of Decency in its New York head- 
quarters. Here they are classified and rated,
